Solicitations for orders eannot produce results if the

hours late a competitor may get the order which otherwise 
would have gone to ‘‘you.’’ Often the solicitation does not 

-{contain the street address of the advertising firm and then the 
customer’s order is subjected to the same directory service 
and resultant delay which befel that of the advertiser. Any 
business or commercial house knows that the delay of an order 
often means cancellation, as well as the loss of future business. 
Moral: Put your street address plainly, not only on all letter- 
heads and envelopes, but on newspaper advertising.

ARIZONA WILL ADMIT ONLY 








CALIFORNIA-GROWN 
PRODUCT 
Arizona. has declared an em- 


bargo on the importation of all 
citrus nursery stock except from 
California, it was announced by 
J. P. Coy, county horticultural 
commissioner, at the monthly 
meeting of his deputies, which 
was held Wednesday afternoon. 

The neighboring state has be- 
gun a fight to keep citrus pests 
out of its young groves and in so 
doing has barred all importations 
unless they come from California. 
Even California importations are 
subjected to rigid restrictions. 
They must be first subjected to 
vacuum fumigation with all leaves 
stripped from the stock. Prior to 
the fumigation the stock must be 
inspected and certified by the 
horticultural inspector in the orig- 
inating county and pronounced 
free from scale. 

The nursery importation restric- 
tions of Arizona are similar to 
intro-state restrictions for wihich 
Mr. Coy and other Southern Cali- 
fornia inspectors have fought to 
prevent importation of stock from 
infected districts in central and 
northern California. 

The inspection of nursery stock 
is now one of the chief-duties of 
the deputy horticultural commis- 
Sioners at this season of the year. 

Reports from the Chino dis- 
trict indicated that a serious in- 
festation of plant lice on the al- 
falfa crop there had been checked 
by the recent north wind and 
sand storm.

Returning from a meeting of 
Edison managers held in Los An- 
geles yesterday to discuss the 
power situation, C. E. Houston, 
District in this terri- 
tory, said that plans are now be- 


Manager 


ing made to curtail certain classes 


of service so that all the power 
available may be used for essen- 
tial purposes and the water con- 
served for the benefit of irrigat- 
ors. 

“This is the driest season on 
record for fifty years,” Mr. Hous- 
ton said, “and is by far the driest 
ever experienced since water 
power has been used for generat- 
ing electricity. Throughout the 
winter the company has made the 
most conservative use of its 
water plants and has carried the 
bulk of the load with its steam 
reserves. During the last month 
every available steam plant has 
been brought into service, includ- 
ing many that were considered 
obsolete, but which have proven 
very useful in this emergency. 
Power is being received by the 
Edison system through its inter- 
connections from plants in San 
Diego, Riverside, Pasadena, Santa 
Barbara, Visalia, and also from 


a number of smaller plants be-| 


longing to private concerns which 
have generously loaned them to 
the Edison Company. A consider- 
able block of power is also being 
received from San Francisco by 
way of a connection with the San 
Joaquin Light and Power Corpora- 
tion. 

“Work is being rushed on our 
new steam plant at Long Beach, 
which will contribute 
horsepower to our system about 
next January. The first unit of 
this plant will be ready in July. 


Work at Big Creek and on the | 


Florence Lake tunnel is being 
crowded ahead of schedule, 30 
that the Edison system will be in 
excellent shape to meet all re- 
quirements next year. 

“The situation will require the 
full co-operation of all users of 
power in order to take care of 
the condition brought about by 
water shortage. All classes of 
manufacturers and industrial 
plants have signified their desire 
to help out in the emergency. 

“Industrial plants are being urg- 
;ed to reduce their consumption 
of power so that more will be 
— for ranchers, and the 

nchers are being requested ta 
wha their irrigation so that a 
minimum amount of water will be 
used. 

“Our patrons may be assured 
that every effort is being made to 
supply power for essential pur- 
poses and through the complete 
co-operation of all power users 
what might develop into a water 


shortage which will seriously af- 
fect agriculture will be so han- 
aled that none should suffer,’ Mr.

tween Sixth and Eighth streets 
and Columbia and Amherst as 
part of this Men’s Campus, but 
it was felt that these blocks 
were too far removed from the 
academic center of the Campus 
to be the most desirable site 
of future dormitories and it 
has long been the desire of 
the college to secure the 
Jencks tract on which to in- 
itiate the construction of the 
Men’s group of buildings. Un- 
derstanding this, Mr. Jencks 
has refused many tempting of- 
ers to buy and this acquisition 
now becomes possible through 
generous terms made by him 
and by his additional contribu- 
tion of $5,000 toward this pro- 
ject. The College will come 
into complete possession of 
this tract before summer and 
the three blocks will then be 
united to form the area of 
the Men’s Campus. Through 
the kindness of Miss Mary 
Geer, the college is also secur- 
ing her property on Sixth 
street on generous terms, the 
college already holding a con- 
siderable portion also of this 
i block which adjoins the Jencks 
property, the whole tract lying 
north of Smiley Hall. While 
ithe eollege as yet has no prom- 
lise of funds for the erecting 
of buildings., it is nevertheless 
believed that the securing of 
ithis property is a most impor- 
tant step in assuring further 
developments along these lines. 
The needs of the college for in 
creased dormitory space are 
fobvious and it is felt that they 
lwill appeal to persons inter- 
ested in making benefactions 
| to educational purposes, 
| It is pointed out by the 
college authorities that the 
publie does not yet at all ap- 
preciate what large prepara- 
tions Pomona College has been 
making in recent years to meet 
in particular the educational 
needs of men. The building 
program of the college in the 
last three years has largely 
| been shaped with this impor- 
tant end in view. While the 
interests of women have by no 
means been overlooked, it has 
been the special aim to develop 
opportunities for men that 
should be second to no institu- 
tion in the west. 

The erection of the spacious 
Mason Hall of Chemistry and 
the Crookshank Hall of Zoo- 
logy provides facilities for stu- 
dent work and research which 
appeal particularly to the men 
of the student body. Farther 
important developments in this 
group of science buildings are 
already projected. The inter 
ests of men have also been in 
mind in bringing to the college 
eminent specialists in certain 
professional lines of investiga- 
tion. In line with this pur- 
pose have been the notable 
opportunities offered by Dr. 
1A. B. Stout and by Dr. Wm. 
Newton in special investiga- 
tion along the lines of citrus, 
pomologieal and bacteriologi 
cal work and that offered by 
Professor George M. Turner in 
ithe Chemistry of Petroleum.

and original lines
